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MONTREAL / September 28, 1993 — Benoit Pelland, President of the Concordia University 
Alumni Association (CUAA) inducted a new in-course scholarship at the University’s 
Undergraduate Scholarship Reception on September 23, bringing the total funds awarded to 
$40,000. More than 200 undergraduate students received scholarships, awards or prizes at 
the event. 


The Association also donated the amount of $12,500 to the Concordia University 
Emergency Loan Endowment Fund which was set up to keep enough emergency funds on 
hand to help out students waiting for their disbursements to arrive or help out those with 
no loans or bursaries. 


Rector and Vice-Chancellor, Patrick Kenniff also announced that four scholarships will be 
offered to students in the Fall of 1994 in honour of Professors Matthew Douglass, Michael 
Hogben, Jaan Saber and Phoivos Ziogas who were killed last August. 


The Concordia, Loyola and Sir George William’s Alumni Associations (with approximately 
80,000 members worldwide) were created to encourage the fellowship of graduates and to 
promote the University’s interests through alumni involvement in its future and governance. 


“The generous contributions of the CUAA, are made on behalf of many dedicated volunteers 
who fully understand the hardships students face and who actively work to help them,” 
says Pelland, a 1987 graduate who himself got involved in the association because he 
wanted to repay Concordia for the years of education it provided him. 


Loyola Alumni Association President, Robert Simioni and Katherine McMorrow, President of 
the Association of Alumni of Sir George Williams University scholarship were also on hand to 
present their annual awards. 
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
